These 
notes were issued to support the Continental troops. Top Pop at both 
grading services. Any problem free, nearly uncirculated Georgia note 
that is not from the later issues is one to be coveted. This same note 
first sold for over $1,200 a dozen years ago and it would not surprise 
us to see a comparable realization this evening.

Distinguishing Features: Pages 3-287 are identical to Dye’s 1855 work. 

Notes: The first work of this genre, as discussed in the prior description, 
is Dye’s Bank Note Delineator, 1855 followed by J. Tyler Hodges 1856 
work noted here using the same plates. Dillistin notes that “there can 
be no question that Hodges’ publication was originally prepared from 
the identical plates used by Dye.” Charles Davis concluded “the Dye 
was published in but a single edition, raising the possibility that one 
legally succeeded the other.” Regardless of what the link between Dye 
and Hodges was legally, all [researchers] agree Hodges’ and Dye’s 
were printed from identical plates and both bear “identical errors in 
the spelling of place names.” The Hodges’ work is distinctive for the 
individual depictions of 27 note layouts per page (9x3 format). The 
depictions visually identify the locations all of primary design elements 
and their relative positions on the banknotes. J. Tyler Hodges printed 


the Delineator starting in 1856 then retitled it as the Bank Note Safe- 
Guard in 1857. Publishing responsibilities transitioned to Daniel M. 
Hodges, J. Tyler Hodges’ brother, resulting in Hodges’ American Bank 
Note Safe-Guard (1861 and 1862 revised edition). Finally, responsibility 
fell upon Daniel M. Hodges’ son, Edward M. Hodges, yielding the 1862 
(unknown to Dillistin transition volume, Sullivan Type N as offered in 
this collection) 1863,1864, and final 1865 editions. 

The only other example traced at auction is the inferior Champa- 
Newman copy (Bowers & Merena, Champa Part I, November 1994, 
lot 340, subsequently Heritage’s Newman Part XI, November 2018, 
lot 15307). The Newman Part XI sale lot description discussion is 
as follows: “The very rare first issue of what came to be known, in 
subsequent editions, as the Bank Note Safeguard. The Hodges family 
were publishers of a prominent New York bank note reporter, along 
with several other similar publications, from the mid-1850s to the mid- 
1860s. According to Dillistin, this important work was pirated from 
John Dye’s 1855 Bank Note Plate Delineator, but this is almost certainly 
incorrect. This 1856 issue was unknown to Dillistin and, given that it 
appears to have been printed from the identical plates used for Dye’s 
1855 work, it would seem that the copyright had been legally secured. 
All of the various editions are rare, but the first edition offered here 
is very rare indeed. The binding on this copy is damp-stained; text 
generally free of staining, though occasional exceptions are seen. Good 
to very good.” There is also an example in the ANS Library.

We last offered this piece in our May 2008 sale where we said... 

“The Norton I notes have been well researched once again after 
over a 20 year hiatus since the Henry Clifford Sale. In context 
with our modern sense, he created himself as a celebrity in the 
best of San Francisco traditions. Starting in the early 1860 s, 
he issued proclamations proclaiming himself Emperor of the 
United States (and briefly Protector of Mexico) and over time 
issued many other published declarations. Wearing his ill fitting 
uniform, but maintaining a good humor, his popularity made 
him a celebrity that any modern era game show host would 
have loved to have on their tri-panel podium. On his best day he 
might have made Truman Capote seem a bore (a point probably 
in contention). He was busted only once by an over zealous 
official and brought before the Commissioner of Lunacy (now 
there is a Cabinet level post waiting to happen!) who promptly 
receipted back $4.75 in bonds and the “Royal Key”. Joshua A. 
Norton (born February 4, 1819 in Algoa Bay, South Africa and 
died January 8, 1880, San Francisco) was once a businessman 


who may have stashed gold away to stave off creditors from his 
bankruptcies and court cases in the late 1850 s. One of the truly 
great articles on Norton was written by Fred Marckhoff for Cal 
Coin News in 1961 and based on the primary source material 
researched from Robert E. Cowans The Forgotten Characters of 
Old San Francisco (Ward Ritchie, reprinted 1964). The setbacks 
that befell Norton were perhaps the creation of a psychological 
profile that morphed into the Emperor persona. If he was 
crazy like a fox, this persona was a money maker. The creation 
of his unusual “bonds” to sell to the public was certainly a 
grand and wise creation. The Marckhoff article was extremely 
illuminating for the period and there has been little to augment 
its diagnostic information on the notes in the interim. There are 
at least four series of different types with two series represented 
in the Ford sale. The red series note featured here is known in 
facsimile form. In early 1880, San Franciscans mourned when 
the Emperor fell over at California and Grant and expired in a 
scant ten minutes. Reportedly, 10,000 citizens came to view the 
passed regal figure and wealthy “fans” decked out the gala event 
in all splendor fit for his high mightiness. His final internment 
was in the Masonic Cemetery. Like many numismatic treasures, 
the Norton I notes amply serve the ability to maintain legendary 
status for someone that was more than just another “character.” 
In the lore of Western American personages, Emperor Norton I 
is truly a lasting icon. 

There appear to be at least four different series of these Norton 
I notes including the one that this note is from. This might be 
the rarest series. The note is folded in eight with some other 
handling. Very bright and vibrant from the face. Viewed from 
the back, some toning is seen on the left half. Widely margined 
and a visually impressive Western note. An extremely important 
opportunity for the California specialist and key United States 
Obsolete Currency note.” 

This note has since been graded and encapsulated with PMG 
commenting “Stains, Minor Repairs” on the back of the holder.

This beautiful variety is best known to collectors through 
pictures in catalogs such as the Friedberg and Bowers studies 
or by viewing the specimen from the Bebee Collection on view 
at the American Numismatic Association Museum in Colorado 
Springs.

Of the 32,000 printed, nearly all are long since gone, as noted 
above.

We had the pleasure of offering this trophy 
1880 $500 Silver Certificate in our 2018 ANA sale as 
part of the Joel R. Anderson Part II collection where 
we described it as: “There were 175,682 $500 Interest 
Bearing Notes printed for the June 15, 1865 issue, yet 
today just this one example remains. It is unique as a 
design type. A portrait of Alexander Hamilton is at 
center while a large mortar is in an oval frame at the 
lower left and George Washington is portrayed within 
an oval frame at the lower right. Large green Roman 
numeral Ds flank Hamilton’s portrait and a large green 
security panel is at bottom center. These notes bore 
interest at a rate of ten cents per day or 7.3% per annum 
and were payable semi-annually. The printed signatures 
of Colby and Spinner are found in the signature spaces. 
A red spiked Treasury Seal is at right while blue printed 
serial numbers are to the lower left and upper right. 

This note appears to have an untold story in its history 
as it seems to have originally been issued and redeemed 
as serial number 78116. Somehow the note escaped 
the Treasury after redemption and the last digit of the 
serial number was removed in an attempt to redeem 
the note again. Furthermore, the name of the payee was 
removed from the face as well. It appears the Treasury 
Department caught on to the plot and added the correct 
serial number in handwritten ink below the right serial 
number. The note was also punch cancelled multiple 
times in order to permanently cancel it. An inked 
inscription on the back of the note states “Writing has 
evidently been removed from the payee mark on this 
note SMC June 26/68.” It is likely that the inscription 


comes from National Currency Bureau head Spencer 
Clark. One coupon is still attached at the right edge, 
its serial number also altered. A portion of the bottom 
left margin of the note is absent and a number of small 
pinholes can be seen when the note is candled. The 
grading service makes mention of restored splits on the 
back of the holder. Any restorations have been deftly 
executed. 

Not only is this note unique, it has an interesting story 
to go with it. Perhaps in the National Archives there 
is some information about its redemption and re¬ 
redemption. We are not aware of any other note with a 
similar scenario. 

This note was last offered publicly in a February 2005 
auction where it realized $115,000. We expect that 
realization to be eclipsed when the final bid is called 
for this lot.” 

The note realized $336,000 in that sale. The note has since 
been crossed over into a PMG holder with comments: 
“Serial Number Altered, Payee Erased, Cancelled, 
Minor Repairs.” This represents a great opportunity to 
acquire one of the most elite United States Type Notes 
in existence and one with a remarkably illustrious 
pedigree history.

Most new to market discoveries from this time period are 
usually heavily circulated. In the 1870s, when this was issued, 
this $2 bill would have represented more than a days pay. It 
could have been used to buy a sack of seed in Pleasant Hill or 


perhaps bought a fine meal in Kansas City, about 35 miles away. 
The First National Bank has two original series fives known to 
exist. One is listed as VG, the other VG to F. PMG comments 
“Repaired.” The Farmers National Bank is still unreported. 
Meaning, if you want a note from Pleasant Hill, be prepared to 
own a low grade example. While your cataloger hasn’t seen the 
other two notes on this charter, it can certainly be assumed that 
this lazy deuce represents the most interesting of three notes on 
the town.

Outstanding Serial Number One Rosebud $10 

Previously Unreported Bank

Rosebud, Montana. $10 1902 Plain Back. Fr. 632. The First 
NB. Charter #11437. PMG Choice Uncirculated 64. Serial 
Number 1 . Once again we have the wonderful privilege of 
bringing a great Montana note to the market for the very first 
time. Until the recent appearance of this incredible Serial 
Number 1 $10 Plain Back, notes from the First National Bank 
of Rosebud were entirely unknown to collectors. The bank was 
chartered in August of 1919 with Joseph Muggli as president 
and his brother Zena Muggli as cashier. They issued Series 
of 1902 $10 and $20 Plain Backs only before liquidating in 
December of 1923. At the time of its closing just $60,600 in 
National Currency notes had been issued from the bank and 
only $20,000 was reported as outstanding. 

Rosebud sits on the southern shore of the Yellowstone River in 
southeastern Montana. It is along the route explored by Captain 
William Clark and part of the Lewis and Clark Expedition in 
1806. The town is named for Rosebud Creek which feeds into 
the river just to the west. In the 19th Century the area was a 
center for fur traders and trappers which led to conflict with 


the areas Native American population in the 1870s. Today 
Rosebud is an unincorporated census designated area without 
even a Dollar General, only a post office and small school with a 
reported enrollment of 31. 

This serial number 1 $ 10 is from the plate A position on the sheet 
and was held from circulation by the owners of the bank as the 
first note they “issued.” This remarkable discovery note comes to 
us from the son of cashier Zena Muggli. It has been held by the 
family since its was first received from the Treasury Department 
in 1919. The note itself is everything you could want it to be, 
with neatly penned signatures of the brothers who operated the 
bank, broad margins and bright paper. The printed inks are bold 
and sharply presented including the blue overprints with the all- 
important serial number 1 to the lower left. Bold embossing and 
bright red and blue paper fibers are found on the back of the 
note. With grade, rarity and desirability going for it, this great 
Montana discovery should attract considerable interest from 
the collecting fraternity.

All New Hampshire notes from Coos 
County are challenging and this Berlin $20 is no exception. It is the 
rarest of three issuing banks for the town and one of just 11 known 
small-size notes per Track and Price. There is mostly even circulation 
and the appeal is that of a higher grade than assigned by PMG. Once 
a bustling logging town with large paper mills during the peak of the 
National Bank Note era, it is now much quieter. 

The City National Bank of Berlin was organized on October 10, 1900, 
on which day the directors and officers were elected. The founders 
included men who had been formerly associated with the Berlin Trust 
Co. in the same city, but who had exited when Albert H. Eastman, 
cashier of the Berlin National Bank and with interlocking interests 
in several other banks (see Berlin National Bank above for comment 
about Eastman), gained control of the Berlin Trust Co. In some 
records the charter date is given as November 12,1900. The new bank 
opened for business on November 19 of the same year.

The First National Bank of Bristol was chartered in 1898 with capital 
stock of $50,000 divided into 500 shares of $100 each. On September 
30, the stockholders elected the board of directors, all from Bristol: 
Henry C. Whipple (manufacturer), Benjamin F. Perkins (merchant),

At the outset the bank was 
capitalized at $100,000, an amount quickly paid, but the figure was 
soon raised to $150,000. Asa Fowler served as president. A man of 
wide experience, he was a lawyer, former judge of the Supreme Court 
of New Hampshire, and had been a director of the State Capital Bank 
in Concord for several years. 

The bank had its share of ups and downs, including the defalcations of 
cashier W.W. Storrs that made headline news in 1874, but prospered 
overall and continued issuing notes through 1935. As a class, the notes 
of the First National Bank of Concord are very elusive — surprisingly 
so in view of the large numbers issued. There are many other banks 
in the state for which more are known, even though the issues were 
smaller.

“The Ashuelot National Bank of Keene and the Citizens National Bank of 
Keene, Keene, New Hampshire, contemplate consolidating under the act 
of November 7, 1918, under the charter of the Ashuelot National Bank 
of Keene, and under the title of the Ashuelot-Citizens National Bank of 
Keene. Please advise if there are any assets of either association which 
should not be taken into the consolidated bank.” 

On September 6, 1924, the aforementioned consolidation took place, 
the Ashuelot-Citizens National Bank became the title, and the Citizens 
National Bank of Keene was no more. 

The presently offered Series of 1875 $10 comes darkly printed in sharp 
detail with ample margins and neatly penned bank officers’ signatures. 
Some minor repairs are mentioned by the grading service on the back 
of the holder but those are limited in scope and do little to detract from 
the overall appearance.

Our currency staff at Stacks Bowers Galleries is no stranger to 
great national banknotes. We are quite fortunate to have the 
opportunity to handle many of the great notes that come onto 
the market periodically. While it can be easy at times to become 
immune to the awe of a rare note coming across our desk, 
occasionally one comes our way that stops us in our tracks, such 
is the case here. 

The Farmers National Bank of Kingfisher was organized 
in March of 1903. Among the banks leadership was local 
businessman Richard Pappe who signed the presently offered 
note as the banks vice president. Pappe, a German immigrant 
was involved in a number of business ventures aside from 
banking including a bakery real estate and an oil well. The bank 
issued a minuscule $11,050 worth of National Currency in the 
form of Series of 1902 $10 and $20 Territorial Red Seals before 
being liquidated in November of 1905. Most of the outstanding 
circulation was subsequently redeemed and by 1916 only a 
scant $170 worth of notes from the bank remained outstanding. 

This is the only note known to survive from the Farmers 
National Bank of Kingfisher. It has been held by the Pappe family 
for decades. Bold red overprint inks are featured on this evenly 


circulated $10 note. The bank officers’ signatures, including 
that of Richard Pappe, are very neatly penned in striking inks. 
Sharply detailed design elements are featured throughout. 

The town began in the Spring of 1889 when a large area of 
federally owned land in what is now Oklahoma was opened up 
for private settlement in a land run. Towns sprung up across the 
Territory of Oklahoma almost overnight. The town of Kingfisher 
City was founded April 22, 1889. It was named for one of the 
areas early settlers, a man named King Fisher. In June of 1890 
Kingfisher City and the neighboring community of Lisbon 
were combined into a single town then known as Kingfisher. 
By the time the bank opened for business the population of the 
town was about 2000. Among the famous sons of Kingfisher 
is legendary businessman Sam Walton who was born there in 
1918. 

The note has everything a National Currency collector could 
hope for. Its an ultra-rare territorial Red Seal with a great title. 
It has excellent color, wonderful signatures and no detracting 
features whatsoever. One of the very few trophy nationals which 
come available in a given year and a note that is worth whatever 
it takes to secure.

The bank was capitalized at $50,000, the minimum 
amount under Treasury regulations at the time. The founding 
president was local lawyer Alfred R. Evans, and Albert H. Eastman 
held the post of cashier. The latter would use this as a springboard for 
what became a very complex banking career. What is known about 
Eastman today is largely taken from previously confidential (unsealed 
in 2002) records of the Comptroller of the Currency, an office within 
the United States Treasury, that has been studied by Dave Bowers and 
Dave Sundman. What is revealed is interesting, but, no doubt, much 
more remains to be learned-if, indeed, anyone ever recorded details of 
his personal life. If time permits this would make an interesting story 
in Paper Money , the journal of the Society of Paper Money Collectors.

The premises of Minot & Co. in the relatively new (1873) brick Board 
of Trade building were occupied by the National Bank, a comfortable 
office in a central location. The bank name was nearly always spelled 
archaically as Mechanics, including on paper money, but occasionally 
in print an apostrophe would be used, and a number of federal 
documents have it incorrectly as Mechanics, as do some modern 
numismatic citations.

All Bid¬ 
ders should make certain to bid on the correct lot and that the bid is the bid intended.
